
The Electric Automobile.

The question -cbetlier the coining horse- 
less carriage, or autc-mobi!e, chail be pro- 
pelled by electricity, by hydro-carbon 
engines depenaiiig for thuir energy on ex- 
plosions of gas, or by straight stearii, 
utilized it: one of die many light engines 
now obtainable, is becoming very interest- 
ing. Each system has its enthusiastic 
advocates, and against each disadvantages 
are crged by the exponents of the other. 
It is very evident that the automobile in- 
(It'.Ktry is undergoing r.n evolution, not 
dissioiiler to that txperienced b}' the 
bicycle, s.vA one wouiU be a prophet in- 
deed, who could forstsU the type which 
■<\ill"cctn i into isiast universal use. 

The analogy of the automobile to the 
bicycle is not close, but in a gener-il way 
Lhe comparison is not strained. . The 
bicycle is much more restricted in its field 
than is the Automobile, and it is not sur- 
prising that it the sooner reached its ulti- 
mate type. The uses of the horseless 
vehicle however, are so manifold, and 
differ so widely, it is not surprising that 
the experimental stage is more prolonged. 
The range of the nsefiilness of the auto- 
niouiie IS very wiue. From a luacbine in- 
tended for piicing bicycle racers to a heavy 
truck, capable of hauling large lo.-.rts of 
merchandise over country roads, is a lax 
cry; yet this is the flexibility expeottd of 
the aui<>mob}le; and hence .the question of 
the best and tiiost economical means of 
propulsion, liaviijg in mind the objects 
sought, becomes of great moment. 

Experience in the larger cities, in this 
country, in }ingland and on the continent, 
liai; shoun tliat the electric machine, 
e!ji!ijip<.->3 with accumulators is not only 
the Bu-ii popular, but the most economi- 



cal, for certain classes of work. To the 
physician, who may be obliged to leave 
his carriage standing in the street, for a 
considerable length of time, in all sorts of 
weather, and whose drives do not take him 
an unreasonable distance from a charging 
station, the electric carriage offers advan-

tages which the hydro-carbon and steam 
WK>;Oiis Oo not pofs^e^s: Ht least in ihe 
present state of the p.rt. A delay or an 
hour or two at th(; hciisr; v:f a patient on a 
cold night, nsigut easily result in the un- 
lucky oljStetrician leaving his. hydro-carbon 
apparatus in the stree' and finding his 
way home, as best he could. With an 
p.ccuniulator, treated with even ordinary 
care and intelligence, he would always 
find his carriage in commission. For 
ordinary' city rise, like tl'.e caae just re- 
ferred to, for instance, the use of steam 



would scarcely be desirable and certainly 
not economical nor convenient. 

During the past two or three tnouihs the 
electric automobile has been given a some- 
what crucial trial in the city of Kochester 
and its vicinity. Mr. Joseph J. Mandery 
has, during that period, had in almost 
constant operation a runabout built at 
Chicago. It has forty-four cells of ficou- 
nmlators, weighing about 800 poi\ud.«. 
Including the battery the ■weight of the 
vehicle approximates 2,000 pounds. It is 
perhaps a fair sample of the electric type 
of antumobile for pleasure and business 
driving over . average city pavemeiits. 
While running over the ordinary roads in 
the city, its normal discharge is about 
eighteen amperes at a pressure of forty- 
four volu> 'UtiK. ntl'.i.a at: liour. It is 
easily controlled, and is operated iu ^teps 
of three, six, nine, twelve and fifteen 
niiles. In order to jgive the vehicle a trial 
on good cotmtry roads many trips have 
been made on the W^est Side Boulevard to 
Charlotte, the return trip being made over 
the up grades of the East Side Boulevard. 
On the long grade from the lake for nearly 
a mile of the East Side Boulevard, the in- 
struments indicated an average of two and 
one-tenth (2.1) horse power for the mile 
of giade. At no tiaie, Lowev._» , lias Mr. 
Mandery been unable to reach bis charging 
station, which is in his coach stable. 

While this question of recharging the 
accuuiulatois has been held to preclude 
the utilization of electric automobiles like 
that of Mr. Mandery 's, in even limited 
cross-crountry practice, the solution of the 
problem does not seem to be e.itreniely 
difiicult. In fact it seems to have, in a 
liieasure, been solved by an auto-truck 
company, wiiich purposes to haul htavy 
loads on the roads between New York and 
rhiladelphia. It is announced that the 
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company referred to will establish charging 
stations at proper distances along the 
route. Thus, with appliances for cliarging 
batteries quickly and conveniently, of 
course having charged batteries constantly 
on hand, there need be no more delay at 
chatting stations than would be occasioned 
by watering a team of horses. It is under- 
stood that an electric tally-ho route is to 
be established between Rochester and 
Av<Mi Springs, about twenty miles distant, 
a charging sta.tion to be established at the 
latter place. ; 

With modern appliances the operation 
of charging accumulators has become' 
much. more simple and economical. Such 
bdag the case, it is not entirely certain 
that the electric automobile, with all of 
its conceded disadvantages in this respect, 
^11 net be a good deal in evidence in at 
least limited cross-country practice. It 
goes without saying that the necessary 
weight of accumulators to be transported 
is, to a certain extent, a hajKiica'p, but the 
Biacbine has advantages which go far 
towards mitigating this undesirable con- 
ditiea Whether the genius of man will 
be able to materially diminish the weight 
«rf the storage battery unit is yet to be de- 
termined. Recent experiments with pre- 
pared wood as an insulator, while at first 
■very |»<Hnis:ag, seem to have couie to 
naught; at all events the weight of the ac- 
cumulators has not been perceptibly 
diminished, in the latest examples of auto- 
mobile practice. It is understood that the 
batteries used in the electric cabs in New 
York weigh about 1200 pounds each. 

The bicycle ami its rapid evolution have 
been referred to; and tUar evolution has . 
produced what seems to be almost a per- 
fect type. In vie«v of the many adduional 
uses open to the automobile iu the various 
industries to which it can be ntilized, the 
field for inventive genius is very iuviting. 
Whether the perfected type shall be finally 
impelled by electricity. tUe liydro-carbons, 
or good, old-fasbioned every-day steam, 
generated by oil or petioieuni, the auto- 
mobile has come to slay. The liorse, as a 
beast of drudgers*,- will of necessity give' 
way to the new end better application of 
energy, just lis surely as the cld-^hioned 
stage coach was superceded by the express 
locomotive, and the ioug ox teams by the 
mogul freight engine'. 

In the era of progress suggested by this 
thomentouB change, it is not. reasonable to 
suppose that energy applied electrically 
will be far behind in thi struggle for 
. supremacy .

The company 
is authorized to manufacture snd supply 
gas, electricity, light, beat, steam, com- 
pressed and liquefied arr, power, ice, cold 
storage, etc. Thexompany, it is said, will 
absorb the Pennsylvania Heat, Lt^bt and 
Power Company and the recently formed 
National Electric Company, both of this 
city, and to ultimately control the electric 
lighting of Philadelphia. It will probably 
branch out m the furnishing oS' heat, light 

.and power on an unlimited scale. 

The controlling factors in the new com- 
pany are P. A. B. Widener and William 
L. Elkias, the street railway magnates; 

-Thomas DoSan, president of the United 
Gas Improvement Company, which has a 
monopoly of the gas lighting cf the city; 
ex-Deciocratic National ComRiitteeman 
Willian F. Harrity, and Joseph McCall, 
president of the Pennsylvania Heat, Light 
and Power Coinpany. 

The authorized capital of the Pennsyl- 
vania Heat, Light and Power Cunipany 
and the N'atiimai Electric is respectively 
$15,000,000 and $:o,oco.aoo. 

Bli^tzlctty aa a KotlTe Power for Canal 

Boats. 

The project-for the application of elec- 
tricity to the propulsion of boats on the 
canals of the state, which is a pet scheme 
of Frank W. Kawley, the Piitsford forms 
promoter, has been given an impetus by 
the organization of a new compaiiy known 
as the Erie Cana! Electric Traction Com- 
pany. This company has bought all the 
stock of tlie old company, whicli was sim- 
ilar in name to the new cue, and has ac- 
quired all the patents, rights and contracts 
which that company held. It claims also 
to hav^ additional patents and inventions 
and to have solved the problem M'hich 
made its predecessor pause. 

The old company was known as the Erie 
Canal Traction Company. It acquired 
patents on . devices lor the application of 
electricity to this use, atid made contracts 
' with " the Cataract Electric Company to 
supply the electricity to be used. The 
Catai'act Coinpany, in its turn, v.-as to ob-. 
tain its electricity from the Niagara Falls 
Power Coujpany, the company which has 
utilized water power for an euormous out- 
4iu> of el<:>:iriei'i.y and is uuw btu'iuing au 
immense addition to its already vast plant. 
The Cataract Company was aIso the holder 
of the rlghX, acquired froi^t tbc state by 
legislation- in 1S93 or thereabouts, to use 
eltciricity on the- canals! M'hile a'l ar- 
r*ns;emenls bad appars.ct]y i>etn made, 
actual traction was not hegiiij, i^nd the 
reason appears to hav-e been that, the 
inventions controlled by the company did 
not operate as sncces«ful'.y as was expected. 

The stockholders of the new cotr.iiany 
held a meeting in New Vrtrk on Tuesday 



<rf last week and o£Scers and directors were 
chosen. Boron Louis A. von' Hoffman & 
Co., was chosen president, Frank W. Haw- 
ley, vice-fR'esident, and A. B. Donaldson, 
secretary. With the president aiid- vice- 
president, the following were made direct- 
ors : William Mertens, -Baron von Her- 
man's partner ; Henry R. Ickelheiiiier of 
the banking firm of Heidelbach, Ickel- 
heimer & Co.; ex-Secretary of the' Treas- 
ury John G. Carlisle, Charlton T. Lewis bf 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company. 
United States Senator Thomas C. Piatt, 
James Virdin, William H. Baker, vice-prcs- . 
ident of the Postal Telegraph and Cable. 
Company and George W. Balch. 

Mr. Hawley has ' this to say . of the 
scheine : 

" This plans of the company are not so far 
advanced as to make it impossible at this 
moment to say wlien the equipment will 
be r.eady for operation on the canal. The 
necessary capital, however, has been se- 
cured, and the contracts have been let for 
200 motors — or, as we call them, tractors 
— for immediate delivery. It is expected 
that these tractors will . be' in operation 
between Albany and Buffalo during the 
coming season. The tractor'is built updu 
the principle of an automobile, with three 
wheels, and is supplied with storage-bat- 
teries, sufiicient to propel sis canal l>oats 
of 240 tons each five miles an hour. 

" It is the invention of' an= Americau, H. 
A. Alden, who is. in the employ of thie 
Columbia Electric Vehicle Cothpaayi the 
makers of the tractor, and has bee'n-in suc- 
cessful operation on some of the canals of 
France for more than a year. At first we 
shall not rely exclusively upon electricity 
from - the Niagara Falls Power •Compaiiy, 
but will build ten generating stations at . 
intervals along the canajl. 

"Some persons^" continued Mr. Haw^- 
ley, " have urged the abandonment of 'the> 
Erie canal. I do not know whether' it was 
the result of ignorance or self-interest, but 
I do know that the thought -will never be 
seriously entertained by the people of thfe 
state. At the moment when the German 
Emperor is exerting the entire force- of his 
personal influence in order to brings about 
the construction of a system of internal 
canals, which shall join the waters of the 
Elbe, Rhine, Weser and Oder ; when ^so 
many of our people are honestly advocat- 
ing the expenditure of untold niillious for 
the construction of an artificial waterway 
entirely outside of our own boundries; 
when so many thinking philanthropic 
men are urging the construction of new 
canals such as those proposed- from Bor- 
deaux to the Mediterranean, from Chesa- 
peake Bay to Delaware Bay, from Lake 
Ontario to. Georgian Bay, and from Lake 
Erie to Ohio ; when Chicago is nearing 
the completion of her splendid enterprise 
for joining the waters of Lake Michigan 
with those of tlie Mississippi, 'and so mak- 
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ing continuouB water transportation from 
the wheat fieWs of the great northwest to 
the Gulf of Mexico : when we hare before 
us the insjnring spectacle of the receut 
complietion of waterways from the Gulf of 
^gina to the Gulf of Corinth, from the 
Elbe to the Baltic, and from Manchester 
to the Mersey ; when our neighbors on the 
north, in justifiable trade competition, are 
seeking to attract commerce by the ex- 
penditure of millions in the improvement 
of existing canals and the construction of 
new ones, I cannot conceive.of the people 
of this state consenting to hhe abandon- 
ment of their own great waterway, with its 
grand history of usefulness and its magnif- 
icent future promise.' 

" The subject of motive force upon the 
canal has already received cbnsiderable 
attention. As long ago as 1892, Edward 
Hannan, then Superintendent of Public 
Works, in his annual report called special 
attentioti to this subject, and suggested 
that the outlook for improvement in nio' 
tive power upon the canals by the applica- 
tion of electricity was most promising. It 
was in answer to this suggestion that the 
Legislature authorized the making of ex- 
periments by various parties. 

"Charles R.Barnes, State Electrician, 
having carefully and officially observed an 
experiment made upon the canal in Xo- 
veiuber, 1S92, in his report upon the sub- 
ject stated that notwitnstanding the fact 
that crude and inadequate appliances were 
necessarily employed iu the test, he was 
satisfied that the claims made by the advo- 
cates of electricity as a motive power on 
the canals were well founded, and that its 
development was worthy of tlie utmost 
encouragement. In the same report he 
stated that he was satisfied that electricity 
was better and cheaper than steam, and 
that ev6n under the unfavorable conditions 
and with the crude machinery eniployed in 
the test, it would be possible, by the eppli- 
cation of this force, to move loaded boats 
at an expense not exceeding five cents a 
mile. The significance of that statement 
is revealed when we remember that it has 
not been possible to move loaded boats by 
horses or mules at an expense of less than 
twelve cents a mile. At five cents a mile 
for the loaded boat, it would cost about 
one-fifth of a mill a ton per mile to move 
freight. This price is far below the lowest 
ever attained or appoximated by the most 
thoroughly equipped and economically 
operated railroad. 

" The same authority, having again of- 
ficially observed and studied aiiotlier test 
made in 1895, in his report gives still lower 
figures. He slates that he believes that it 
will be possible to move a loaded boat by 
the application of this force at an expense 
of two cents a mile. This is no guess. It 
is the deliberate conclusion of a trained 
electrician, and is amply confirmed by the 
application of this force iu other dciiart- 



ments of activity The MetrojxjUran 
Street Railway Company reports that it 
cost for motive power f ^0669 per Car-uile 
on its norse car licps, and but $.0177 on its 
electric lines." 

A World-Old Story. 



An epidemic of strikes is sweeping over 
America. It is the old story — the eruption 
of industrial unrest, the blind cry of the 
people for social justice. .It is the imme- 
morial cry of the workman for his rights — 
the cry for bread and rest. It reverber- 
ates again and again down the long corri- 
dors of history. The toiler has never had 
justice ; he has always been cheated, 
plundered, profaned, distorted in body and 
stunted in mind. 

In France the man with the hoe began 
his "slant browed" career before Char- 
lemagne was. . The " Franks" after Csesar 
began to be held as slaves. The feudal 
system organized rural oppression, seig- 
norial license. France from the first was 
behind even mediaeval Europe in this 
direction. It was slower to develop the 
towns and burghers. When Italy saw the 
dawn of the renaissance the cities of 
France had no vital existence. Provence, 
in the south, had in it the poesy of the 
Mediterranean region, the troubadour note 
of Italy. Brittany, on the north, had the 
rude nobility of nature — the voice of the 
sea. Her people were rude and free. But 
France as a whole was a warring congerie 
of feudatories, and her people, especially 
the men of the soil, were savagely op- 
pressed. The beasfs revolted ; so did the 
peasantr) . In the middle of the fourteenth ' 
century came the Jacquerie. .Great wars 
bad devastated the country. King John 
was a prisoner in England. Paris (1352) 
was awakening and trj'ing to be a free city. 
Etienue Marcel, pro>-ost of the trades, led 
the movement. And so came the Jacquerie, 
the peasant war. Terrible scenes now 
rushed into the drama of history — castles 
burned, fields withered away, villiages dis- 
appeared. Gross indignities were thrust 
upon the women of the land. The " hoe 
man," the degenerate laborer, became a' 
savage, but after a lime he was suppressed 
with the iron hand of authority. Soon 
after this barbaric crisis the Friar Ball and 
Watt Tyler rebellions swept over England. 

This was the end of one savage cycle. 
Now, iu the latter part of the seventeenth 
-century the well-knovm Arthur Young 
traveled over France. He describes the 
peasants in vivid 'words. He saw them 
" crawling over the earth's surface like 
great dung beetles." 

In the revolution that soon came hurry- 
ing on the peasants of central France were 
ferocious Jacobins. In the Napoleonic 
wars they were the chief stay of the con- 
quering annies. President Loiibet, by the 
way, is the sou of peasants from the very 



heart of the Jacquerie revolt and the 
Jacobin spoilers of Chaleaux. Truly — 
rime brings its sweet revenges. 
This is a brief glimpse into the historic 
vista. 

There seems to be a cyclic movement in 
the ncrest of the toilers. Is America being 
Europeanized ? Are vre building up an 
industrial plutocracy ? Are we shaptag a 
new feudalism — an industrial feudalism — 
which will press the life out of the worker 
and be dead to all thought of his social 
well being ? 

For one thing, American plutocracy has 
called to the Hungarian hordes to cheapen 
the labor of the coal miners,. We have 
also opened wide the Ghetto's gates. Now 
millionaire America is building the Dan- 
tesque terror of a new Ghetto on our 
shorts — the dread hell of the sweatshop. 

In the spirit of greed we are using the 
vast material forces that spring out Qf 
labor-saving machinery end the organiza- 
tion of industry. Our milUonaire coal 
mine owners, railroad builders and coke 
burners have raked the "slant browed" 
lauds of Europe for hirelings. The greed 
of profit-mougering has called them here 
in swarms — Bohemians, Finns, Slavonians, 
Neapolitans, Sicilians. The list stretches 
out to the crack of doom. Many of these 
are "hoe men " iu the making. Some of 
them are already "brothers of the ox." 
Not content with the negro, we call these 
hordes into our beloved land to hinder 'the 
growth of democratic and social justice. 

In the trust we have built up a new 
engine for -the oppression of labor, for the 
trust is on the side of business what the 
machine is on the side of production— a 
labor-saving device. Trust-making re- 
duces the quantity of labor without fur- 
nishing employment for the displaced 
workmen. Where an oil company <mce 
sent out a solicitor the Standard Oil Trust 
now sends out a postal card. 

These are two or three of the things that 
make it'hard to give work to our own peo- 
ple and hard to keep up the scale of wages. 
What wonder that the man with the motor 
feels the general unrest. He feels the 
pressure that shaped of old the " hoe men " 
of France. There is no time in his life for 
the nobler things — no' time for rest. The 
old tragedy known to the brickmakers of 
E>^''pt is the same one that is enacted by 
the workworn builders of London. 

'Ves, the n&rld is locked iu a system of 
social injustice. It is no one man's fault. 
But it is every man's busiuees to help set 
it right. Any man who persists in strength- 
ening and making permanent that social 
injustice, that man is dangerous to public 
safety. 

I feel that we are to enact on this con- 
tinent a great page in the historic drama. 
It will be the achievement of industrial 
freeJons. This will bean event greater 
than wfes the achieveiuent of political free- 
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dom. Bat wbat will this greater freedom 
mean to man? It will mean the eSace- 
ment of the barriers that interpose between 
the common man and the achievement of 
the common destiny. There is no tme 
liberty for the indi^dual except as is 
iaariiSL in the law that insures the well 
being and the common freed<Mn of all. 

.We IiaYe license, but man seeks liberty. 
License is the basis oi plutocracy in all 
lands. It must be. destroyed. License to 
laake war upon the rights of others, upon 
the common rights of all, iStbut the license 
to beget crime and to dandle anarchy npon 
the kaees. 

Bat license is doomed. This is certain- 
ty, for it is tme that the competitive sys- 
tem is inherently moral. By its own inex- 
orable law the hour of its supreme triumph 
must also be the hour of its ruin. This is 
the messing of the gigantic trusts. 

How to build and to rebuild perpetually 
the fabric of the public safety — this is the 
wisdom that is of the highest worth. And 
never befbre in the histwy of the world 
were there so many minds engitged npon 
the problem. Even the artisans of the 
country carrying it in their hearts. And 
many of them have a knowledge of it 
more accurate than that possessed by the 
law-makers of tlie nation. And it is 
strangely true, too, that while many of' 
these tmlers are shy of the church they 
•re working right in the direction of 
Cbrict's work of public and organic right- 
eonsaess.. They are in the stream of 
Christ's sympathies ; they are following in 
the toil of ' Christ to institute the uplift 
from below — to base the wealth and beauty 
of earth not, as now, on destitutions, rob- 
beries and shames, but on the common 
fellew^p and sympathy and honor be- 
twem jnan end man. 

Yes, the republic is meviog on toward a 
practical fraternity. This 4s the Urif t of 
events ; this is the logic of history. This 
is also the mandate of religion. My rela- 
tion with my brother measures my relation 
to God. Was it not said by the wisdnn of 
old,." Inasmuch as ye did it not unto the 
least at these my brethren y« did it not 
nnto me?" 

"Am I, then, my brother's keeper?" 
• ♦ • A voice answers from eternity, 
"Thou art, and as thou keepest him, so 
shall God keep thee !" 

There are maiiy impediments to the 
social advance, and many hearts despair. 
But there is always springing up through 
. my heart a large, luminous and prophetic 
hope. My beloved America will have the 
wisdom and the power to solve the prob- 
lems of democracy. Slowly the new 
' republic will loom upward through the 
old. A great day is waiting to descend, a 
grrat day of God, in which we will not use 
men to make money, but will use money 
to make men. 

Meanwhile every patriot should find, his 



work in whatever temls to pet down class 
hatred — in whatever tends to spread the 
sentiment of justice tir.d br'>t>'crhood 
among the people. — Edwiu Markhaiii, in 
New York Journal. 

Systems Sla'calicff ia Vc7u,« bsfote aSotse 
Applied SlectrieitT to 'Wires. 
We are apt to thiuk that, because the 
ancients and our iininccliate forefathers 
had no electric telegraph, they bad no 
telegraph at all ; but that is far from the 
truth.- Manj' systems of telegraphy, most 
of them depending on signals addressed to 
sight or hearing, have been knowu from 
the earliest times, and some cf these are 
described in an article ccntribnted to Cos- 
mos M. L. Remy. Sa\s this writer; 

" Tliree or four centuries before our era, 
Gaeus invented several systems of signal- 
ling. In particular, he demised the first 
synchronic apparatus. At each station was 
installed a great vessel cf uniform capac- 
ity, having in its side a hole of the same 
size for each vessel. At the surface of the 
liquid contained in the vessel was a float 
in which was fixed an upright rod divided ' 
into equal parts, each of which corres- 
ponded to one of the phrases to be tele- 
graphed. The attendant at each st.-)tion 
had a torch. -When the first raised his 
torch he uncorked the hole iu hi.<i vessel, 
allowing the water to escape and the float 
to sink; the attendant at the second sta- 
tion did the same, and this was repeated 
from slatio:? to station. When the division 
of the rod corresjonditig to the messa;^e to 
be sent had fallen to the level ol the edge 
of the vessel, the iirst attendant lowered 
his torch, and replaced the cork; the 
others, imitating his action, could then 
read oif on their rods the particular mes- 
sage sent by the first.- • * ' * * 

" Iu all such methods as these the mes- 
sages were limited to words or phrases 
agreed upon beforehand. In the second 
century B. C. Cleomenes invented a 
method of doing away with this incon- 
venience by. combining luminous signals 
so as io form a code. Each station was 
furnished with several huge fire ves.<;els 
correspondin.g each to a group of letters of 
the alphabet." The one that v/a? ey.p;)sed 
so that it could bs seen from the next sta- 
tion, while the others were hidden, indi- 
cated the group including the letter to be 
transmitted, which letter was then shown 
more closely by laute.Tis. Polybias im- 
proved this by Jividiiig the alpl'.ahct into 
five j^roups, four of five letters and one of 
four. These were teleg-aphed by torches, 
• moved iii givei-. directions. For it^ilance, 
three torches at the left of the station 
meant the third rjroup, then two nt the 
right meant the second letter cf this 
group." 

The' Chinese; M.- Remy tells us., also 
wsed signal towcn; si an early pcridl and 



the Romans learned how to enifdoy them 
from the Carthagenians. The Roman tele- 
grapliic system was altogether 4,200 miles 
in length, and remains of the stations still 
exist. The Gauls telegraphed by shouting 
from post to post, and there was a Mmilar 
system between .\thens and Susa (456 
miles). When Europe was overrun by 
barbarians these systems of telegraphy ' 
were destroyed. Although 'some effort at 
similar conmiunication was made in the 
Middle Ages, modern telegraphy dates 
from the sixteenth century. It began 
with some very curious propositions. Says 
M. Remy: ' 

" About 1570, Porta, a Neapolitati pliysi- 
cist, inventw of the camera obscura, 
thought that he coiild cast upon the moon, 
by means of a mirror, characters that 
could be read over the whole earth. 
4?ather Kircher proposed to let the sun's 
rays fall on mirrors in such a mauner as to 
.form letters. Francois Kessler used an 
empty barrel containing a lamp with a . 
movable shutter. Opening the shatter 
once signified the letter A, twice meant B 
and so on. This seems to be the begin- 
ning of our present telegraphic alphabets. 

" About the same time experiments were 
made at Mayence with five niasts, each 
divided into five sections. Large objects 
were hoisted on these, and the point, at 
which they stopped signified a prearranged 
phrase. This is a modification of the 
method of'Polybins. 

" Next, Robert Hooke, an English sci- 
entist, proposed to make huge letters of 
some opaque substance and to suspend 
them in space. But neither this nor the 
preceding methods were ever adopted in 
practice." 

In 1690, M. Remy goes on to say, Ainonr 
tons, a Frenchman, introdoced the tele- 
scope as a- means of observing telegraphic 
signals, which made it possible to iucrease 
the di.stance between stations. He pro- 
posed to use for his signal a large black 
screen in which a cross was cut, but he 
failed in getting the government aid 
.needed to carry out his plan. Latei;, Mar- 
cel, of Aries, built a machine which, it 
was claimed, could signal as fast as one 
could write; but he, too, failed to get 
government aid and broke his invention. 
In 1782 Gauthey devised a system of speak- 
ing tubes, by which he expected to trans- 
mit speech hundreds of miles, but expense 
prevented its adoption. Soon after this, 
however, the invention of the semaphore 
furnished a successful system of visual 
telegraphj-, and not long afterward the 
electric telegraph gave to the wurld a 
means of communication to which distance 
sets no limits. — Trsinslation made for the 
Literary Digest.

In writing my little article on unionism 
iu last month's- edition I meant no barm, 
and if I hurt anyone's feelings I am here 
to explain. I have bad three or four ques- 
tions put before me and I promised to an- 
swer them in print, where my own friends 
can find errors to be answered. I am sure 
others might do the same. I intended my 
article to hold strictly to the union princi- 
ple, but became so wrapped in the subject 
that my mind searched deeper than I an- 
ticipated, and in that part I brought polit- 
ical ideas to .show how the fundamental 
priucix>les of unionism were far morereach- 
ing than we had ever realized. The ques- 
tion was put, V.'hat do I know about trusts ? 
Well, I guess about the same as the aver- 
age man who reads a little bit. I am go- 
ing to give a few statistics on trusts, wheth- 
er they are a benefit to labor or. not. The . 
reason I do this is to explain a little fact. 

Pittsburgh, a lew months ago, was on 
the verge of one of the greatest building, 
booms that ever struck a city, not bafring 
Chicago. Houses were to go up in blocks 
of one and two hundred at a jump. But it 
is all over now, and can rest in peace for 
a while, at least. Here is .one of the reas- 
ons. This is information obtained in a di- 
rect way, and signed, to hie authentic; also 
n«ntit<gr Hi" advance in wages accordingly :

Now, these are articles that go to build 
onr houses, in whatever style wished, and 
note the increase in the article mentioned 
and the distant success- o' labor toward 
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prosperity, and the discooraging contem- 
plation of builders who intended to dis- 
tribute their money. Do you blame them 
for caning a halt and letting their land lay 
idle ? Can yoa blame me for feeling bitter 
against tmsts and trying to wake my fel- 
low-man's interest to the inevitable. And 
theti I wonder if a man, after reading these 
facts, woaUask what I have against trusts. 

I was listening to a quotation from the 
well'known Anarchist Communist, Emma ^ 
Goldmaa, and here is her view — mind you, 
from the mouth, of an An^chist: 

'^^hnstr mad these nefw imperialistic 
ideas are certainly bringing the present 
eoononie and peUtical conditions in this 
cwMtty t» a paint where there will be a 
coUapae, audit will be a i»g one, too, let 
me t^ yoa. 

" '^Ftie eonntry is now composed of three 
claascs — menepoIistB, slaves and Ameri- 
caMu: Tte f«riner are entrenched behind 
ununited 'gold, most of which is ill-gotten. 
The second class are the poor servants of 
the rieh cash aristocracy; they are 'getting 
more 'pov^rty^tricken each decade, not-

I b^evein a^^ood many of this woman's 
wortda. lift Lockwood, President of the 
American Ahti-Trust League, says the ob- 
ject of this league is to drive -from public 
place the subservient took of the trusts, 
monopolies, combines and cwporations, 
and io reestablish the equal rights of 
American citizens in the commerce and 
ittdqatries of this conatry. 

Hello ! here is another class of workmen 
—drummers and traveling men, who are 
feeling the grasp of octopus trust. Well, 
that ain't all; we may bear from some 
more later on. And may the day come, 
and hasten this thought in the In^ast .of 
every workingman throaghout this . couu- 
tty.

Editor Electrical Worker : 

As the Press Secretary has left the city 
and will be unable to give any information 
concerning Omaha, I have taken it upon 
myself to do so. 

No. 22 is progressing rapidly. We are 
adding new lights nearly every meeting. 

I believe No. 22 has taken in more mem- 
bers since Jan. ist, 1899, than any other 
local, W« have added nearly 75 members 
to our rolls and' have three months to add 
more. If' every local had progressed as 
No. 23 has, we would have every man in 
ths electrical trade in our Brotherhood. 
Push it along, boys, we are doing good 
work this year. This will mean much to 
us in time to come. We can not get our 
membership too large throughout the 
United States. X have noticed that in all' 
cities where there is a N. B. E. W. Local 
they are getting shorter hours and better 
wages than ever before. That shows the 
good work the Brotherhood is doing 
throughout the United States. Every 
local should put their shoulder to the 
wheel and make eight hours a day's work; 
also encourage the practical electrical sub- 
ject in locals. By doing so we will have 
better attendance, more interesting meet- 
ings, and will give our Brotherhood a rep- 
utation .for education excelled by no labor 
organization; and by advancing ourselves 
we advance our fellow workmen. 

No. 22 gave its first illuminated picnic 
Aug. afternoon and evening, at Has- 
kell's Park. We had six arc lights and 
200 or 300 incandescents. We also had 



State Labor Commissioner S. J. Kent de- 
liver an iiiteresting address on the benefits 
of labor anions, dweljiag on the work they 
had accomplished nnd the good that labor 
might derive therefrom. The balance of 
the evening was devoted to dancing and 
sporting contests. The latter were carried 
on under electric lights. Among the 
events were races, pole climbing, cross- 
arming and rope throwing. Taking it all 
in all we had a very enjoyable evening, 
although we regretted the high wind that 
came up, as it caused many people to go 
home, expecting a rain storm. If No. 22 
comes out even we will be satisfied, owing 
to above, and many other societies giving 
picnics on that date. 

Omaha had a monster Labor Day parade 
which it is said was the largest parade ever 
held here on Labor Day. It would be too 
lengthy to ocplain all, so will just state the 
part that No. 22 took in the parade and 
sports. The following is taken from a 
daily paper: 

"FLASHES OF LIGHT. 

" Rapidity is one of the principal char- 
acteristics of lightning, and while it might 
not be exactly right to ' say that the long 
line of young men wearing brown duck 
suits trimmed in red, with brown straw 
hats trimmed in black, was rapid it could 
certainly be called a smart looking lot. A 
big float in their van showed that they be- 
longed to the National Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, and were members of 
Union No. 22, of Omaha' and vicinity. 
The float also showed the difference be- 
tween the tallow dip candle of 1799 and 
the lighting appliances of 1S99, and also 
other uses to which electricity is put to- 
day." 

' This notice says all I can say of No. 22 
in line of march. We marched to the Ex- 
position -Grounds, where all the sports 
came off. The gravel ropfers and elec- 
trical workers had a tug of war as one of 
the contests. Well, we put big John 
Erickson as anchor (he didn't do a thing 
but keep pulling slack) and you may know 
we won. I believe it .would have taken 
three span of horses to pull John up. We 
may receive a challenge any day for an- 
other pull, but that don't worrj' us, as 
John will be anchor again. 'Vou can bet 
all you have on us then. 

The Greater American Exposition is a 
strictly union place, something you don't 
find often in an Exposition, and you have 
to have a Building Trades card to work 
theie. That is a good showing for Omaha, 
and all the men are active members and a 
credit to the Brotherhood. The members 
of the Exposition got up the float men- 
tioned in our notice and it was a credit to 
No. 22. 

Mr. Heiuy D. Rustin, who was last year, 
also this year, superintendent of electrical 
departments of the gigantic enterprises, 
was a short time ago named as chief of 



mechanical department of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition now in course of construc- 
tion at Buffalo, N. Y. 

The Electric Light Co. has been very 
busy getting ready and illuminating the 
streets for King Carnival. They have 
wired for 50 arc and about 5,060 incandes- 
cents in clear and colors that has given a 
number of men work; also the court house 
and city liall and numerous business 
houses that had illuminations out, making 
thousands of colored lights. The Light 
Co. could have had m'ore lights had they 
been able to furnish power. Their inabil- 
ity to give power is due to the factori^ 
being unable to supply machines ordered 
some time ago. That is an illustration of 
the activity in the electrical field. 

Sept. 25 to 30 has been a great week in ' 
Omaha with Ak-Say-Ben Carnival. Tues- 
day, the 26th, was known as electric 
parade, representing games and sports. 
Wednesday was fraternal rright aiid the 
military fraternities and labor unions 
ttirned out. No. 22 was unable to take 
part, as most of the members were at work 
nights. Thursday was Ak-Sav-Ben night, 
and represented scenes from popular 
operas, grand and comic. Friday night 
was their grand balL The artistic illumi- 
nation was under the supervision of city 
electrician Edw. Schurig, which was ex- 
cellent. The week is at a close and every- 
one is pleased with the success. The 
Light Co. has just finished wiring a large 
store for 24 additional i04-volt altSmting 
multiple arcs. They have between >4a6 
and 500 of them in service here and are 
giving the best of service to the consumers. 
They are also furnishing nearly 500 alter- 
nating series arcs at the Expositio'h now 
being held here. There has not been much 
said heretofore of the Exposition. The 
illumination is grand and. is said to be 
greater and better than at the World's" 
Fair. The Exposition is to close in an- 
other month. It seems a pity to destroy 
all the fine buildings. The Chicago 
Wrecking Co. has purchased all the build- 
ings and will undoubtedly begin taking 
them away at the close, Oct. 51, 1899. 

Brothers, as the. convention is near at 
hand, we want to have every local repre- 
sented and wish delegates to change the 
laws so as to be for the good of all, and to ~ 
elect officers who will continue to give the 
Brotherhood good and just service. I 
think the conventions should be held as 
near central as possiblej so as to give the 
smaller western and sonfhem locals a 
cliauce to' send delegates. It is a long way 
from Salt Lake City, Utah, to Pittsburg, 
Pa. It practically keeps small locals from 
sending delegates. 

Bro. J. C. Rumbold, who fell from a pole 
here a year and a lialf ago, is in' No. 9 
again and has a cork leg. He is doing 
very well and will soon be able to get 
around as good as can be e.-sjiectcd for a 
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aaa one foot abort. Brotbers, keep your 
dne cards paid abead. We can not tell 
wMeh oae of ns-irill be disabled next and 
a paid tip card is vtry nice to have. 
Bro. Meyers bas wed np a large depart- 
' meat sUre ber« for 600 colored ligbts for 
tbeir fall openiag. Wishing all tbe locals 
and members success.

Oer sympathies 
are ^ways with those who are ^urt and, 
when necessary, we never refuse help in 
tbe way of finances to a needy brother, but 
bow much bettar it is to know that you 
at«Mtitlad to-wbat you receive instead of 
depending on tbe -generosity oi your 
bcothets. 

Tbe Federation of Labor' of this city, 
with wbmn we are affiliated, has entered 
on a fight in tbe interests rf labor gener- 
ally. Mr. Jas. J. McNamara, a very able 
lawyer, has been retained by tbe Federa- 
tion to fight this case, and be has written 
an article which appears in tbe Labor Ad- 
vocate «f this city. 

This .article gives a detailed account of 
tbe facts in a case that will be Tised to 
start tbe fight for. justice to tbe working- 
men. It seems that after direct testimony 
before a magistrate to tbe. effect that laws 
of this city bad been violated by a con- 
tractw to, the detriment of the laborer., 
and the magistrate deeming the evidence 
sufficient to convict bad sent tbe case to 
the grand jury because the fine was too. 
large to be within his jurisdiction. The 
following extract from the article men- 
tioned will give a good idea of what is to 
be fought for: 

"Organized wefk«e« complain that 
they cannot -get justice. ^ prominent 
leader told me 4a8t -spring a magistrate re- 



fused to i.ssae a warrant for a cixttractor 
who violated tbe Isw. Tbe magistrate sent' 
them to tbe State's attorney and he sent 
them to the magistrate; that grand juries 
dismissed two or three cases wter the 
State's p.tt<irney had been ftimisbe4.with 
the specific kiiwi of evidence asked for. 
When the Knper cas^. went to tbe.fxand 
jury a prominent m.ember oi tbe Ji^dera- 
tioii said to me: ' That settles it.' I woold 
not believe bim, b«t he was right. Well, 
we will see if one trust magnate is too 
much for tbe lam and public- opinion. 
'Therefore, ia the name of 30,000 orga.«i«d 
workingiiseai in thet;nani& of tlieiaw^abid- 
ing people of Baltimore, asod in the -name 
of law and order we ask the State's attor- 
ney and grand jury of Baltimore 'City to 
present, iadict and prosetmte John Kaper 
for violation of :Ordiiiance Ho. 31 of Ainil 
I.T, i^qS, and if they w«nt any evidence 
send for the 'writer of this artjcle ar.d Jus- 
tice Oraunan."

Dulnth, Minn., Sept. 12, '99. 
Editor Electrical Worker; 

It has been some time, iu fact over two 
years, since the ofiiciai' paper has received 
a letter from a local, in this city. Our old 
number was 25, but we write you now un- 
der the number of 31. When hard times 
came on the electrical trade in this city 
felt them, and so nuich so that shops which 
had eight or ten men cnt down to one or 
two, and many of our members were com- 
pelled, to leave the city or go into other 
work. At last thie old No. 25 went to 
pieces and we have all of us been going 
along " each by his lonesome '•' ever since. 
But this summer has been the time of an 
increase in all electrical work in this sec- 



tion, and at last we have another local in 
operation and expect to keep it going. . 

Strange to say, during the past years that 
we have had no union, those of us who 
have had work have not liad to suffer .any 
rediiction'of pay over the scale tkat our old 
No. 35 got the shops to sign four or, five 
years ago. 

We have not got near all the twys into 
the local yet, but hope by the coming 
spring to have all the men that we want in 
and be in a position to make a demand for 
more pay or shorter hours if we feel that 
we deserve it and that the employers' can 
afford to grant it. 

An independent telephone company-has 
put in a lot of conduits and set their poles, 
both in Duluth and Superior, and two or 
three of our brothers are with them. 

The Bell telephone people are building 
a long-distance line to Ashjand and have 
two crews out- on it. The local wiring 
firms all have jobs of good size on their 
hands and good prospects of more work. 
Just at the present, for a week or so, a few 
more wiremen could get work, but it is not 
steady. -. . • 

We arc so far north here that'the intense 
cold, sometimes down to 40 degrees below, 
nearly stops building, and as a consequence 
the inside men are not kept very busy dur- 
ing the winter except on repair work. 
Then aghin, we rarely have the heavy sleet 
storms such as they have in the Eastern 
and Central States, so that there are not 
the number of linemen employed tha^ therc 
are in those States. 

I've got a ** short " on now and so ■out 
comes uiy "circuit breaker."

As convention week is drawing near and, 
presuming you to be a very busy man, I 
vrill not attempt to encroach upon your 
valuable time with too long a letter. Ex- 
pecting that the Worker will appear again 
before the Convention, perhaps a few re- 
marks relative to it will not at this time 
be out of place.

At tbe' laat- Convention 
we looked for better times wben the con- 
dition of our fnads was suc& that we could 
use some of the money in building up the 
organization.

The lifj; and accident insurance com- 
panies.rate us as undesirable risks. They 
cliarge from five to ten times higher 
preminmS'tban thej- shocld. Sotne com- 
panies refuse to take the risk. No com- 
panies -want 'lis and. all companies seem 
anxious to rob the artists who handle the 
.unknown Anid. 'it is a matt^ of vast 
moment and should, be Ivoiight to the at- 
tention of the Federation of Xabor and 
electrical unions throughout the country. 

Ic'this day of orgaiiization and federa- 
tion St should be fhe purpose of oar ^eat 
body of united workers either to c&tain 
better rates of insurance from the best 
companies or to establish insurance com- 
panies of our own. 

In no better way conld we -teach these 
insurauce companies that exorbitant rates 
and high pieioiums, based upon unjust 
discriminations, will not pay. 

This is one pecaSaf £e!d Trhi'ih the 
unions should develop. It would be praise- 
worthy- and profitable should labor iu its 
<»-gacizatio!i establish a national insurance 
company, with <^cers of the highest 
standing, and take risks upon every man 
in the union, whatever -his vocation. In 
this way we could obtain better- rates. 
The company would give us the greatest 
possible benefit with' the least possible 
risk.. Its object would not be to simply 
make rich its incorporators bat rather to 
lift the wbrkingraan to a greater hope^to 
show him some benefit which shall accme 
to the use of his good family. It is cheer- 
ing to a noble workingmah to know that 
a " sick benefit " makes his family always 
safe from .suffering because some unfor- 
tunate accident has l^d liim low. 

A man whose mgged hands of toil are 
honest and whose heart is pure, who' 
stands for thc.besf in- our civilisation, 
gfrows ■ aglow with' joy when he contem- 
plates the fact that at liis death, however 
untimely it nisy bei his wife wilt live and 
his children will be educated from hrs life 
ir^nrance. 

Labor in this- country. itaust work on 
lines of economic tnethods of business as 
wcill as on the enhancement of wages. 
Trusts and monopoliris, and the federation 
of great industries are forcinij the work- 
ingmen closer together and we may yet be 
reduced to tliat stage of economy and 
thrift where it will -'become necessary for 
ntiitef! labor to operate its own insurance 
coir, panics, run its own banks, end build 
its-tiwu street car lines. 

The most important concern with us 
outside of the wage rate is this — our 



respoiKibilities and financial 'condit}<Hi in 
sickness and the condition of oar families 
in event of our death. Nothing . will 
strengthen tmited labor in this country 
more than fraternal helps in the shape of 
"sick betiefits" or " disath policies " 
which come from our own institntioii] 

Some unions have an insnrahce depart- 
ment, but tbey are insnfikient and limited. 
We must establish institutions' of national 
character whose benefits reach eveiy 'work- 
ingman in the union. Should it be pos- 
sible for us to establish such an institution 
of nati<Mial character so that alt 'Working- 
men woald have to pay the -same prethi^m - 
and obtain the same benefits, we would 
find more laboring men entering thosji 
trades of -great risks. This matter ought 
to be agitated and this plan advocaited un- 
til we have an insurance company of our 
own <etf a natipoal -force of character asd 
until the avocation of risk and haitard wfll 
carry with it greater beneficiary protection 
ot life and luMne, or wife and children. 

After months of hard work and thuch 
patient waiting our union has been ad- 
mitted to and affiliated with that great or- 
ganization, the Federation of Labor. We • 
were opposed by a powerful local organi- 
zation and its strong infiuence had hereto- 
fore barred us from membership. Perhaps 
to no one should more praise be given than 
to our good and indefatigable worker; Bro. 
Fowler. He labored like a Trojan for 
union and affiliation with the.gi'eat organ- 
ized body, and while he had' the good ser- 
vices of many other members and brothers, 
his work stands greatest. Why we should 
have been opposed is yet a matter of study 
and ragret, but on Labor Day wis m«rched 
with that gireat body of men who wkke : 
this country gseat, the world fi^ore pro^ 
grcssive and America Vae greatest nation" 
in it. The way we marched in line on. 
Labor Day was classic. Every man and' 
brother looked a scholar, and we are with- 
out doubt the smartest, most learned and 
the best union in this country. 

We created a revolution before we got 
into the Federation, but " revoliitions 
never go backward.'! 

Bro. Riley has day dreams of the beauti- 
ful and the joyous. His hopt has been 
realized and he is happy. His wife is an 
accompUshed and highly educated lady. 
His bmhe will be one of beauty and envy. 
We wish both the highest blessings and 
success. 

Bro. Nixon has recovered from a serious 
illness. 

Our great success in Labor Day p»-ade 
is dne to Bro. Coyne.

Alter everything *-as settled 
to the .satisfaction of tvery one coftc«med, 
it became the duty of our G. P. to rest and 
receive the praise due him, b'Sii ma praise - 
came and he decided to stsrlf a fre:^ cru- 
sade; He exerts every intluenc^tia bis 
power, and within the power df hfs friends, 
fnd the result was a reciuest frdfm the city 
electrician to have a committee frcm No. 
9 call on him. At the reading of the com- 
munication from the c:ty electriciaa some 
tried to pass it to the wastt; ; basket but • 
wiser counsel prevailed and at tbe second 
reading a commTtlee was. appointed with 
our G. P. as chaifinan, mid the i-esult was 
a two year contract at $3.o6.'a.day, for eight 
hours, with several stlpu'taticios .not men- 
tioned, all of which did not hurt linemen 
if they did not benefit them. * 

The result of aifr this was to 'increase the 
desire of iinemetV to get more money, so 
the employees of the idhiCago 'Telephone 
Co. asked (he union ,to have /their walking 
delegate prepare a' petition for them to 
si^n asking for an iiicreasft ot wages. It 
was duly signed and .n committee was ap- 
pointed to present it to. the company. At 
first it was received* with ihdille.'crice, but 
as the coniinittee's report to the local did 
not satiisiy all the members, they were sent 
back tc.g<it' yes- or no for an aiis'wer, and 
they got yes; so the wages £^n now on 
will be S2.50 instead of S2.25. Too much 
thanks cannot be given 10 th'e Committee 
for the able manner in which they handled 
this business. The committee was Bros. 
Dickinson, O'Grady and Murphy. 

We are taking in .new me.ubcrs every 
meeting night, The experiment' we have 
tried has proven a success, that is keeping 
u walking ueiegate m the acid, iie has 
cost us about $21.06 a week aud in the past 
two months has increased our membership 
about 38, so ■ you can see it is a good busi- 
ness investment. He has also attended to 
several other business rhattersof the union 
and has proVen himself to be a m.in of ex- 
ceptional ability is a business agent.

Organization among bankers and em- 
ployers has resulted in the wage slavery of 
Labor; it 'Stands to reason that only organ? 
ization can afford relief. Money is the 
enemy of its victims and money is .h<irmo- 
nious, but tbe victims are divided. Motiey 
unites an«l conquers, and Labor , divides 
and suffers. Money laughs to see hungry 
men abuse each other and fight for a job 
as dogs fight for a bone, and then cry out 
that idle men will not wotk when they have 
the opportunity. 

"These are discouraging'facts and dem- 
onstrate the truth that there must be a 
common ground upon which all labor can 
unite or we are doomed to an indefinite 
subjection. 

To the writer it seems practicable to 
unite upon a plank not heretofore made an 
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issue in politics, to wit: the public com- 
munity ownership and use of money. 

Money is made for the use of all — is 
there any good reason why a banker or a 
set of bankers should get control of it and 
keep it out of the use for which it was 
designed? 

Money, is such, and has the debt-paying 
quality, because it bears the say-so, the 
fiat, of all the people in which the voice of 
the humble laborer is fully as potent as the 
voice of Rockefeller, Gould or Vanderbilt. 
Then why should Gould orij. P. Morgan 
make industry pay for the use of the com- 
mon fund? 

Money is made to circulate— it is called 
the circulating medium; then why should 
any man or favored set of men be allowed 
to exact interest and thus hinder and even 
prevent money from performing its sole 
function? 

Why should not industry claim the use 
of the common fiind as it claims the com- 
mon. highway? 

No man owns or could own all the pub- 
lic funds — he could only have the right to 
use it. Any one who could (if such a thing 
can be imagined) get hold of the circula- 
ting medium and destroy it, or sink it in 
the sea, would be a traitor to his country, 
and yet if it were his individual property 
in the sense in which his house is his prop- 
erty, he might sink his own without any 
just censure.
